Lightning Storm 


Your RadioShack Lightning Storm 
simuiates the mysterious power of 
iightning to provide hours of entertain- 
ment. Stunning iightning dispiays ap- 
pear inside a safe, enciosed dome. 
When you touch the dome's surface, 
the iightning foiiows your hand’s 
movement. You can even set the 
Lightning Storm so that the patterns 
respond to your voice or music. 

Your Lightning Storm uses eiectro- 
magnetism, physics, and chemistry to 
create an ever-changing dispiay. The 
giass dome is fiiied with safe gases 
(neon, nitrogen, xenon, argon, and ox- 
ygen). Energy radiated from the top of 
the inner dome breaks eiectrons ioose 
from the gas atoms, reieasing more 
energy, which you see as iight. (The 
"iightning boits" in the dispiay are actu- 
aiiy the fiow of eiectrons.) When you 
piace your hand on or near the giass, 
you create interference that scuipts 
the energy patterns.

OPERATION 

Cautions: 

• Some of the Lightning Storm's com- 
ponents are made of glass. Use 
extreme care in unpacking them to 
avoid breakage or injury. If the glass 
dome is broken, do not plug in the 
Lightning Storm or attempt to oper- 
ate it. Repack it and return it to your 
local RadioShack store. 

• Never attempt to remove the glass 
dome or the bottom cover. 


• Do not carry the Lightning Storm by 
the glass dome or the black dome 
cover. Always hold the base. 

• Do not plug the Lighting Storm into 
a power source other than a 120V 
AC, 60Hz electrical outlet. Do not 
attach to an extension cord. 

• If you do not intend to use the Light- 
ning Storm for a few days, unplug it. 



1 . Plug the AC plug into any indoor AC 
outlet. 

2. Turn POWER clockwise until it clicks 
to turn on the Lightning Storm. Then 
turn POWER clockwise to increase 
the display’s intensity, or counter- 
clockwise to decrease it. 

3. To set the Lightning Storm to 
respond to your voice, music, or 
other sounds, turn AUDIO SENSITIV- 
ITY clockwise. The farther you turn 
it, the more the lightning pattern 
changes in response to sounds. 
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Note: If you turn AUDIO SENSITIVITY 

too far, the Lightning Storm might 
respond to its own operating 
sounds. 

If you do not want the Lightning 
Storm to respond to sounds, turn 
AUDIO SENSITIVITY counterciock- 
wise untii it ciicks. 

4. Bring your hand near the dome or 
touch it. The iightning is attracted to 
your hand and foiiows it around the 
surface of the dome. 

You might feei a siight tingiing from 
the dome. This is vibration from the 
giass and is normai. 

Cautions: 

• Do not ieave your hands in one posi- 
tion on the giass for more than 5 
seconds. This couid resuit in a burn- 
ing sensation. 

• Do not touch the giass with metai 
objects. 

5. To turn off the Lightning Storm, turn 
POWER counterciockwise untii it 
ciicks. 

Lift off the biack dome cover for greater 
variety of patterns. Siide the dome into 
the siots on the base to repiace it. For 


the brightest dispiays, keep the dome 


cover on. 




CARE 

To enjoy your Lightning Storm for a iong 
time: 

• Keep the Lightning Storm dry. If it 
gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. 

• Use and store the Lightning Storm 
oniy in normai temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handie the Lightning Storm gentiy 
and carefuiiy. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the Lightning Storm away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the Lightning Storm with a 
damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it 
iooking new. 


Modifying or tampering with the Light- 
ning Storm’s internai components can 
cause a maifunction and invaiidate its 
warranty and void your FCC authoriza- 
tion to operate it. If your Lightning Storm 
is not performing as it shouid, take it to 
your iocai RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
